It was for ſome Years Mr. Warburton kept us

A 
Man of his Turn of Mind, is ſcarce capable of 
being undeceived; and if he were, has not Mo- 
defty enough to own it. 1 know he is no Author of 
Retractations; nor dare he enter into the Diſ- 
pute; ſuch falſe Quotations, ſuch plain Miſre- 
preſentations of the Sentiments of others, and 
ſuch chuldiſn Comments on Scripture, as this 
Part of his Work abounds with, will not bears 
Conteſt. 

The Propoſition between us, Whether the 
Church of God knew there was an Hereafter, 
and acted upon the Hopes and Fears of it, is a 
Point of great Conſequence; I hope I have de- 
termined that Point againſt him; at leaſt I ſhall 
think ſo, till he, or ſomepody for him, if he 
have a Second, ſhall return a better Anſwer than 
barely ſaying, he has convinced all but your Bi- 
gots, Enthuff aſts, Cabbaliſts, Syſtem- Makers, Pa- 
radox-Powderers, &c. for ſuch are the Titles he 
plentifully beſtows upon thoſe who are not wil- 
ling to make Brutes of the Church of God, 
their Ceremonies meer Hocus - Pocus-Work ;

Commandments of God, 
and that, when they were put in Poſſeſſion of it,

The Promiſ⸗ 
es of Length of Days, and of Proſperity in Ca- 
naan, were made to the Body Politic, to the Peo- 
ple: See, ſays Moſes, I have ſet before thee, this 
Day, Life and Good, n Death and Evil; 4

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that I command 1 thee this Day to. 72 the Lord 
-thy'Ged---that thou mayeſt live and multiply; and 


the Lord thy God ſhall Bleſs thee in the Land whi- 
ther thou goeſt to poſſeſs it. But if thine Heart 


turn atay I denounce unto you this Day, that ye 


all ſurely periſh, and that ye ſhall not prolong your 
Days upon the Land*, &c. Here the Reward of 


their Obedience is a long Poſſeſſion of Canaan, 
and the Puniſhment of their Diſobedience Expul- 


ſion from it: and this is repeated over and over 


again; and Length of Days in Canaan made the 
Sanction of their Obedience in almoſt every Chap. 
of Deuteronomy, and elſewhere. But to whom is 


this Length of Days promiſed? Noteto the In- 


dividuals, to each Man, but to JVael, to the 
People of God; the Words are directed to the 
whole Body, that they, as the Church of God, 
ſhould be kept in Poſſeſſion of it, that the Bleſ- 
ſing of God ſhould attend them, as a Nation, 
for their Obedience. Moſes went and ſpoke theſe 


Words to all Trael-Hear, O Irae!--andDeut.xxvi. 


18. The Lord bath avouched thee this Day tobe his 
peculiar People. Therefore the Promiſes are made 
to his peculiar People, and are a public Declara- 


tion, that perpetual Happineſs ſhould follow perpetual 


Obedience-- That the obedient Part of the Church of 
God ſhould be kept in perpetual Poſſeſſion of a Land 
of Reſt, and the Diſobedient be rejected. This is the 
extraordinary Providence over the Jets, as the 
Church of God, which Varburlon hath miſtaken 
for an equal Providence, and theſe are the Rewards 
which he has miſtaken for temporal Rewards, 
ſuited to the Merits of each particular Perſon, 

and which he ſuppoſed promiſed Length of Days 
to good Men, in this World; and that they had

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no higher Senſe of Religion than brute Creatures 
who eat and drink, and lay down to Reſt. The 
Fews were under the typical State, and moſt of 
the Tranſactions betwixt God and them, (that are 
recorded for our Uſe) paſſed in that Style, Lan- 
guage, or Dreſs; which has made our Gentleman 
Rake they had no future Hopes, and that 
they reſted in the outward Figure, Expreſſion, 


or Metaphor ; and then run away with the Notion 


that they were not capable of underſtanding a 
metaphorical Expreſſion, or typical Action: And 
the Joke of it is, he ſuppoles they did not un- 


derſtand the Types, and figurative Expreſſions 


in the Law; becauſe they were ordered to obſerve 
the one, and read the other; whereas, for that 
very reaſon, one would ſuppole they did under-

The Promiſe of Canaan, and of Length of 


Days, and Bleſſings in it, have a double Senſe, and 


in the Letter regarded this World; but the ſpiri- 


tual Senſe was alſo obvious enough, and could 


hardly eſcape them. The Original Grant of this 
Country was made to Abraham, repeated to 
Tſaac, and confirmed to Jacob, on his going 
down into Egypt; together with the Promiſe of 
Canaan, the high Honour of being Progenitors 
of Chriſt, according to the Fleſh, is entailed on 
them and their Seed.

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who believed in God, and had been inſtructed 
in the Neceſſity and Hopes of a Redeemer by 
their Patriarchs, Prophets, and ſtanding Church- 
Service, knew. readily the Meaning of theſe 
Things before they came out of Egypt; if not, 
could not but know it preſently after, from the 
written Account in Gengſis, which was now put 
into their Hands: and hence we gather the true 
Character of this People and their Law-giver ; 
he, a Prophet, deſcended from Prophets; one ſo 
full of the Hopes of an happy Immortality, and 
fo well apprized of the Nature of Chriſt's King- 
dom, (long before he entered on his prophetic 
Office) that He eſteemed the Reproach of Chriſt great- 
er Riches than the Treaſures of Egypt. Such 
was the Jewiſb Law-giver, and the People, the 
People of God; the only Worſhippers of the 
true God; the Children of the Patriarchs, and 
of the Promiſes of God; Men too proud of the 
Honour of tranſmitting down the holy Seed, in 
whom all the Nations of the Earth were to be bleſ--. 
fed; and it is much if they alone knew not what 
he was to come for. The Patriarchs, Abraham, 
Jaac, and Jacob, had Places for divine Service; 
had their Oracles, Altars, - and facred .Groves, 
ſtanding Repreſentations, Sacrifices, conſecrated 
Garments, and almoſt every thing in the Law 
we find occaſionally to have been in uſe among 
them* . Rebekah} went to enquire of Jehovah, 
and Jehovah ſaid unto ber, which ſhews {/aac had

they had a Temple there, by the Expreſſion— 


 bave not dwelt in a Houſe, fince the Time that I 


brought the Children of Urael out of Egypt, but 
bave walked in a Tent, and in a Tabernacle. They 
had an Ark and Cherubim before Moſes made 'his 
in the Wilderneſs, which they muſt therefore 
have brought with them out of Egypt. See Exod. 
xXili. G. Moſes took the Tabernacle, and pitched 


< it without the Camp—-and called it the Taber- 


te zacte of the Congregation.” Moſes's Taberna- 
cle and Furniture were not then made, as appears 
by the following Chapters. Accordingly, we 
find there were two Arks and Cherubim many 
Years after this. An Ark and Cherubim were tak- 
en by the Philiſtines, who delivered them up to 
the Men of Belhſbemeſb, from whence they were 
fetched by the Inhabitants of K:rjarh-jearim, in

divine Appointment, is called God's Ark, and that 
which they had before, is called the Children of 
Irael's; though both of them were, what they 
are both called, Arts of God, as they had the 
Cherubim, which repreſented the Elabim, upon 
them. This Digreſſion is to ſhew that the Jeu 
were not Strangers to the Deſigns of Providence, 
or like Children at their firſt going to School, 
when the Law was renewed tothem on their De- 
liverance out of Egypt, as Warburton makes them; 
but Men who knew there was a God, and ano- 
ther World, and who had Senſe enough to un- 
derſtand the Meaning of a Metaphor. But whe- 
ther they knew, or not, that Canaan was but a 
"Pledge, an Earneſt of Heaven, yet Warburton's 
Concluſion fails, that Temporal Rewards, Length 
of Days, and 1o forth, under an equal Providence, 
were the Sanction of their Obedience, no ſuch 
Thing having been promiſed or intended them; 
the Length or Number of Days being the long 
Continuance of the People of //rael in the Land 
of Canaan, not of the Lives of Individuals, and 
is called an everlaſting Poſſeſſion. Take it in this 
View, and the incluſive Promiſe of Heaven to 
the Iſrael of God, under that of the Poſſeſſion of 
_ Canaan, to Believers on Earth, the Continuance 

of which ſhould be as durable as their Faith and 
Obedience, lays much more obvious and plain, 

and is widely different from temporal Rewards, 
3 to the Merits of each particular 
Man by an equal Providence; which is a Dream 
of our Gentleman's, that has no Foundation in 

Scripture. The Jews were under an extraordi- 
nary, but not under an equal, Providence. War- 
Burton confounds theſe throughout his Argument; 
calls thoſe Inſidels who deny an equal Providence

And he found 
wok out the Reaſon of it, till he went into the 
Sanctuary of God, then he underſtood S that 
their latter End was to be miſerable, but not in 
this Life; that would contradict all that goes be- 
fore. Beſides, this Life is not the latter End of 
Man; God himſelf alſo declares againſt an e- 
qual Providence by the Prophet Jſaiab, The 
„ Righteous periſhes, and no Man layeth it to 
Heart; and merciful Men are taken away, 
“ none conſidering that the 5 is taken

Micah, who was Cotemporary with Jſaiab, con- 
firms the ſame Truth. --- Hear, I pray you, 
4 O Heads of Jacob, who hate the Good and 
love the Evil, who pluck off their Skin from 
off them, and their Fleſh from off their Bones f. 
How did theſe poor Creatures enjoy the Bene- 
fits of an equal Providence? We are told, That 
Haiab was ſawn aſunder by wicked Manaſſeb; 
that Manaſſebh filled Feruſalem with Blood, not of 
thoſe who did, but of thoſe ſurely who would 
not, conform to his wicked Counſels, and his 
Idolatry. Where was the equal Providence, 
when the Prophets were ſlain, as we read they 
were, by the Jews? „They have forſaken thy 
Covenant, thrown down thine Altar, and flain 
*« thy Prophets with the Sword, and I; even I 
only, am lefth,” ſays Elijab. But, ſays our 
Gentleman, when the ſacred Writers ſpeak of the 
Inequality of Providence — they ſometimes mean 
that State of it among their Pagan Neighbours, 
and not in Judæa; as particularly in the Book of 
Pſalms and Eccleſiaſtes. Jſaiab and Micah 
both ſpeak of their own Country ; Micah di- 
rects himſelf to the Princes of [gel ; and there 
is not the leaſt Hint in Zcc/2aſtes or the Pſalms, 
that they ſpeak of the Pagans. The Righteous, 
and the Wicked , be that ſacrifices, and be that

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Reference to the Sickneſs and Recovery of Heze- 
kiah ; I ſhould ſooner have applied it to the Cure

Job inſiſts upon his Innocence, and expoſtulates 
with God upon the Severity of his Aﬀictions ; 
his Friends, to vindicate the Juſtice of Providence 


charge him with ſecret Crimes, which had drawn 


down this Vengeance on him; and in the Heat 
of Diſpute make him charge God with Injuſtice, 


as if he made himſelf more juft than God. Job 
: comforts himſelf with the Proſpect of Eaſe in the 


Grave, which in a ſhort Time he muſt neceſſari- 


ly come to, and of eternal Happineſs afterwards.

der him? Who will ſay unto him what doeft thou? 
to hom tho I were righteous yet would I not au- 


ſcwer, but I would make Supplication lo my Fudge. 


But his Indignation aroſe, tho? naturally, yet to 
too high a Degree, on being charged with ſecret 
Crimes, and he challenges even God with his not 
deſerving what he had inflicted on him---Let God 


weigh me in Ballances of Juſtice, and he will know + 


my Integrity; here he was to blame; for this E- 
hu condemns him, and urges the almighty Po- 


wer of God as an Argument for his quiet Sub-
